I have  the  honour  to  present  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Broadstairs  for  the  year  1964, 

VITAL  STATISTICS; 

The  Vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  show  an  increase 
in  the  population  (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General)  of  some 
1,110,  This  is  the  biggest  annual  increase  since  1946,  T^hen 
after  the  depopulation  of  the  war  years,  evacuated  families 
retiirned  to  their  hemes,  and  new  building  commenced.  The  present 
increase  is  due  entirely  to  the  large  building  developments  ■vdiioh 
have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate  compared  with 
1963  - 16,24  against  15,90. 

The  death  rate  decreased  slightly  from  10,75  in  1963  to  10 
in  1964,  and  though  this  adjusted  figure  is  lower  than  the 
national  rate,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  unadjusted  death  rate  of 
16,66  is  well  above  the  national  figure  of  11,3,  This  reflects 
the  higher  proportion  of  elderly  people  living  in  the  Urban 
District  cempared  with  the  more  industrialised  areas. 

The  infantile  death  rate  was  13.82,  cempared  vdth  20  for 
England  and  17ales,  -vdiich  was  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  in 
the  oountiy, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE; 

Except  for  two  small  outbreaks  of  measles,  only  13  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified.  Those  are  commented  upon  later 
in  this  report.  It  was  encouraging  to  note  again  the  absence  of 
any  oases  of  poliomyelitis,  and  this  indicates  that  the  system  of 
vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis  is  novf  showing  results. 


HEALTH  AM)  SOCI/iL  SERVICES : 
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The  health  services  provided  in  the  to\m,,  through  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  are  sot  out  in  the  report  in  seme  detail;  they 
are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants  and  they  are  adequate. 

ilention  should  again  be  made  of  much  good  work  carried  out  in 
the  Urban  District  during  the  year  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Services  operated  by  the  County  Council,  xvith  particular 
reference  to  the  many  and  varied  duties  performed  by  Health  Visitors, 
lNlid\vives,  Home  Nurses,  Children *s  Welfare  Officers,  District  Officers, 
Domestic  and  Hcrao  Helpers,  etc,,  and  also  the  various  voluntary 
organisations  in  the  town  such  as  the  W,  V,  S.  , the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Comnittoe,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  others, 

GEHEEIAL^; 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Cemmittee  my  apprecia- 
tion for  their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  loyal  sxnd  efficient  way  in  which  they  have  carried 
out  their  duties;  my  colleagues  in  other  departments;  to  the  staffs 
of  the  Kent  County  Health  Services  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
Services  covering  the  Urban  District;  and  to  the  medical  practitioners 
practising  in  the  area  for  their  mlling  co-operation  and  assistance 
at  all  times  in  the  public  health  vrork  of  our  town,

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Tho  Urban  District  of  Broad  stairs  arid  St,  Peter  »s  is  situated  on  the 
extreme  easterly  coast  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded  by  the  North 
Sea  and  "the  English  Channel*  It  is  sited  on  an  upthrust  of  chalk  -vihioh, 
besides  giving  a high  altitude  and  good  drainage,  gives  "the  town  the 
advantage  of  seven  bays  sheltered  by  chalk  cliffs,  all  facing  east  and 
south-east.  This  geographical  position  ensures  a bracing  climate  of 
great  benefit  to  visitors  and  residents  alike* 

For  many  years,  catering  for  the  holidaymaker  has  been  the  main 
preoccupation  of  the  town*  The  holiday  industry  is  today  changing  in 
character,  and  although  many  thousands  of  holidaymakers  still  enjoy  the 
undoubted  charms  and  benefits  of  the  tovm,  either  for  a day  or  for  a 
longer  period,  the  economy  of  Broadstairs  looks  less  to  this  source* 

A steady  increase  in  the  rate  of  house  building  over  recent  years 
has  attracted  more  residents  to  the  toim  who  have  either  retired,  or  viio 
prefer  to  live  in  Broadstairs  and  travel  to  London  to  work  using  the 
improved  railmy  facilities  provided  by  electrification.  There  has  also 
been  a corresponding  growth  in  the  development  of  light  industry  in  the 
area,  and  this  has  given  stable  employment  to  a greater  proportion  of  the 
working  population. 

Social  Yfelfare;  Elderly  People 

Throughout  the  year  the  needs  of  the  old  people  continued  to  receive 
attention,  and  whilst  much  good  work  is  done  by  the  County  Council  *s 
District  Officer,  Home  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and  Domestic  Helpers,  the 
voluntary  organisations  made  a valuable  contribution  towards  the  social 
welfare  of  the  old  people  in  the  toi^m. 

The  members  of  the  Broadstairs  Branch  of  the  Old  Age  Pensioners’ 
Federation  and  of  the  ’Over  60’  Club,  together  mth  the  Vi(.  VoS»,  continued 
to  operate  their  "silent  service"  by  visiting  the  aged  sick,  disabled  and 
needy,  including  the  operation  of  the  "Trolley  Shop  Service"  and  "Books 
on  VJheels"  service  to  house  bound  people*  The  WoV.  S.  also  operated  the 
popular  "Ileals  on  "'iheels"  service.  The  ever  increasing  demand  for  this 
service  has  made  it  necessary  to  seek  new  and  improved  premises,  and  it 
is  hoped  tlx^t  an  even  better  service  can  be  provided  in  1965* 

Socials,  vjhist  drives,  concerts,  lectures,  outings,  etc,  are 
arranged  and  are  well  supported  by  the  members  of  the  two  clubs* 

Sessions  are  also  arranged  for  those  interested  in  the  arts  and  handi- 
crafts as  and  ■^^hon  the  need  arises. 

The  "Good  Neighbour"  Scheme  has  been  inaugurated  by  tho  Old  People’s 
'felfare  Committee  and  the  Broadstairs  Rotary  Club  to  cover  the  needs  of 
elderly  people  or  those  in  trouble  in  every  road  in  the  area. 
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Social  lyelfare;  The  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing 

The  good  work  of  the  I^arigold  Club  vjas  continued  during  1964  by 
the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter *s  Branch  of  the  I'^iV.S,  People  of  all 
ages  are  welocmed  and  catered  for  at  this  club,  and  by  meeting  each 
other  at  these  weekly  sessions,  new  interests  and  friendships  are 
created  both  for  the  old  and  the  young  -v^ho,  in  the  ordinary  way, 
have  a greater  loneliness  in  life  because  of  their  deafness,

This  service  is  provided  free  by  the  County  Council,  Except  in 
oases  of  emergency  and  accident,  the  service  of  a Home  Nurse  is 
available  only  by  authorisation  of  the  patient’s  doctor, 

DcDiestic  Help  Service  ' . , 

A Domestic  Help  Service  is  operated  by  the  Konb  County  Council 
and  is  provided  Kdioro  necessary  in  iho  case  of  any  person  -vyho  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother  or  agod.  The  service  is  limited  to 
the  porformonce  of  essential  domestic  help. 
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Elderly  people  retained  in  their  ovm  familiar  surroundings,  mth 
a sense  of  being  still  actively  part  of  the  community,  can  ofb.en  fend 
for  themselves  if  given  a little  help*  It  is  for  this  reason  that  a 
good  home  nursing  service,  together  mth  domestic  help  through  a heme- 
help  scheme,  can  play  such  an  important  part  in  keeping  the  aged  and 
infirm  out  of  hospital  or  special  accommodation* 

The  Area  Organiser  has  kindly  supplied  mo  -with  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1964:-  . 

Domestic  Help  Service;- 

The  average  number  of  cases  assisted  in  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter *s 
each  vreek  was  85,  The  work  was  undertaken  by  12  part-time  helpers. 

Family  Care  Service 

This  service  covers  cases  where  a mother  is  admitted  to  hospital, 
etc.,  and  there  are  two  or  more  children  in  the  household.  It  has 
been  found  better  to  retain  the  children  in  their  own  homos  rather 
than  place  them  mth  foster  parents  or  in  residential  nurseries.  It 

has  also  been  foimd  more  economical  than  boarding  children  out.  Under 
this  service  the  care  of  the  children  is  ensured  frem  the  time  the 
husband  leaves  for  work  until  his  return  home.  During  1964,  one  case 
of  this  kind  ms  assisted. 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  is  a service  to  assist  specified  ^problem*  family  cases  and 
is  an  entirely  free  service.  One  case  in  this  category  ms  assisted 
during  1964* 

Special  Services:- 

(a)  Evening  Service;  Help  is  provided  during  the  evening  hours 

to  ensure  that  those  vho  are  incapacitated 
have  assistance  to  help  them  undress,  fill  hot  water  bottles, 
see  that  the  fire  is  safe  for  the  ni^t,  etc*  these  duties 
talce  approximately  half-an-hour  to  an  hour  to  perform  each 
evening,  including  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  No  cases  of  this 
nature  occurred  during  1964* 

(b)  Night  Service:  This  service  is  brought  into  operation  in 

cases  of  illness,  vdiere  a patient  cannot  be 
left  alone,  and  is  provided  in  tiie  first  instance  for  a 
period  of  three  weeks  - from  10,  p.m,  to  6,0  a,m.  No  cases 
of  this  nature  occurred  during  the  year. 
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(c)  Chiropody;  A chiropody  schane  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  is

Brcadstairs  has  in  the  past  been  noted  for  the  nimber  of  childrens^ 
convalescent  haaes  v:hich  liad  been  sited  in  the  area  to  give  to  the 
children  the  benefit  of  the  biracing  climate.  However,  due  to  the  groat 
improvement  in  the  general  health  of  children,  the  demand  for  such  homes 
has  diminished  and  today  there  are  only  two,  accommodating  some  150 
children,  chiefly  from  the  London  area,  who  need  a short  period  of 
convalescence  after  illness  or  hospital  treatment. 

Educational  and  charitable  organisations  also  operate  some  residen-

There  are  three  residential  homes  for  elderly  people  in  the  district, 
one  administered  by  the  Kent  Coimcil  of  Social  Service,  with  accommodation 
for  30  old  people*  one  administered  by  the  London  County  Council  with 
aoconxaodation  for  40  residents;  and  one  adiTiinistered  by  the  "Sisters  bf 
the  Church  ^ Church  Extension  Society  (incorporated^  " I'diich  has  accom- 
modation for  16  retired  elderly  Sisters, 

There  are  also  a number  of  preraises,  the  proprietors  of  diich  under- 
taJce  to  look  after  elderly  people  and  have  their  premises  registered  by 
the  County  Council  for  this  purpose;  these  come  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  County  Residential  Services  Department.  A number  of  old  people 
are  also  cared  for  in  the  Registered  Nursing  Hanes  when  rooms  are 
available. 

The  housing  of  old  people  is  a problem  facing  all  local  authorities 
and  assistance  in  this  direction  has  been  given  by  the  local  Council, 

As  part  of  their  housing  development  they  have  provided  47  bungaloivs 
accommodating  both  single  persons  and  married  couples,  Qnd  a Yfarden 
operated  Old  Peoples*  Flatlet  block,  emprising  20  living  units,  vdth  a 
communal  lounge,  laundry  room,  central  heating  and  a large  garden  area. 
Since  its  completion  the  doraand  for  vacancies  has  greatly  increased  and 
it  is  intended  to  extend  the  present  building  during  1965*

Mental  Aftercare; 

A Mental  Health  Service  for  the  prevention,  care  and  after  care 
of  mental  illness  and  defectiveness  is  operated  by  the  County 
Council,  ond  the  District  Officer  is  the  appointed  "Duly  Authorised 
Officer"  for  this  service. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  two  privately  operated 
registered  Mental  Aftercare  Hemes,  with  accomnodation  for  34 
patients. 

In  September,  1964  the  Thanet  Training  Centre  "was  opened, 
having  beem  adapted  by  the  County  Council  fron  a childrens* 
convalescent  heme,  for  the  purposes  of  training  people  of 
subnormal  intelligence  to  do  every-^ay  jobs  of  employment,  or  if 
they  are  not  capable  of  normal  employment,  to  be  kopt  gainfully 
occupied  during  tho  day,  Tho  Centre  can  accommodate  20 
residential  tminees,  ranging  from  infants  to  adults  and  a further 
80  day-time  trainees  "who  are  brought  to  the  Centre  by  coach  each 
day. 
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A heme  vro.s  also  opened  by  the  County  Council  in  October,  1964 
providing  residential  accomodation,  under  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
for  men  -who  are  of  social  inadequacy.  The  hone  can  accomodate  66 
patients. 

Road  and  Hone  Safety; 

These  matters  continue  to  be  dealt  with  by  a Sub-Comraittee  vihich 
consists  of  nine  members  of  the  Council,  and  three  co-opted  members 
representing  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Ratepayers^  and  Residents* 
Association  and  the  Townswomen's  Guilds,  together  with  advisory  and 
consultative  members  representing  the  Police,  the  Education  Authority, 
RoSPA,  East  Kent  Road  Car  Co.  Ltd.,  the  local  Hotel  and  Boarding 
Association,  the  Kent  Fire  Brigade,  the  W.V, So,  the  Old  People's 
Tfelfare  Committee,  a Health  Visitor  and  the  National  Cycling 
Proficiency  Scheme  Instructor, 

The  Sub -Committee  has  plenary  pov/ers  provided  it  works  within  the 
limits  of  an  approved  financial  estimate.  Representatives  are  sent  to 
the  Thanet  Toivns  Joint  Safety  Council  and  to  the  Kent  eind  Sussex  Acci- 
dent Prevention  Federation. 

Poster  campaigns  are  carried  out  at  intervals  and  lcx>al  organisa- 
tions are  circularised  abc%it  road  and  home  safety  matters. 

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  operation  of 
the  National  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme  for  Children.  Training  is 
carried  out  by  a voluntary  instructor.  The  Council  are  most  appreciative 
of  the  services  given  by  the  instructor.  Of  the  177  children  v-ho  took 
the  proficiency  test  under  the  Scheme  in  1964,  155  passed  and  22  failed. 

A copy  of  the  High\^®.y  Code  is  given  to  each  child  trained  ■under  the  Scheme. 
It  is  the  aim  of  the  Council  to  secure  that  every  child  who  rides  a 
bicycle  will  be  trained  under  the  Scheme  either  during  the  last  year  of 
attendance  at  a local  primary  school  or  during  the  first  two  years  of 
attendance  at  a local  secondary  or  teclmical  school. 

All  the  local  cycle  dealers  examine  children’s  cycles  free  of  cost 
and  v/ithout  obligation  to  engage  them  to  carry  out  any  repairs  found 
necessary. 

Support  is  given  to  the  R.  A^  C./A.  C.  U.  Scheme  for  the  training  of 
motor-cyclists,  scooter  and  moped-riders  vibich  is  operated  in  Thanet  by 
the  Thanet  To''i''ns  Joint  Safety  Council,  of  "vdiich  the  District  Council  is 
a constituent  authority. 

As  in  1963,  the  annual  Road  and  Heme  Safety  Exhibition  was  held  on 
the  first  Yfednesday  in  August  in  conjunction  •mth  the  annual  Horse  Shov/ 
and  Gymkhana  "v^diich  is  organised  each  yoar  by  the  Council,  Abcut  2,300 
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people  attended  the  show  and  many  of  them  visited  the  exhibition 
■v^iiich,  as  usual,  was  excellently  supported  by  the  County  Council, 
the  Police,  the  Fire  Brigade,  RoSPA  and  various  local  organisa- 
tions* 


The  Ifeter  Safety  Campaign  was  continued,  special  posters 
being  displayed  in  each  bay,  aracmgst  other  places,  and  copies  of 
the  Water  Safely  Code  wore  on  sale  at  the  Harbour  I-Iaster*s  Office, 
Police  Officers  made  special  reference  to  the  Campaign  viien  giving 
safety  tallcs  at  local  schools. 

Schools 


The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority  for  the 
Urban  District,  and  they  have  provided  four  new  schools  since  the 
war,  serving  the  needs  of  schoolchildren  all  over  Thanet,  The 
eight  schools  in  the  to\m  comprise  two  Technical  High  Schools 
(boys  and  girls),  one  County  and  one  Volunbary  Secondary  School 
(mixed),  and  two  County  and  two  Voluntary  Primary  Schools,  The 
educational  needs  of  adults  are  catered  for  at  the  adult  education 
centre  at  Hilderstone,  St.  Peter’s  Road,  There  are  also  a 
number  of  private  boarding  and  day  schools,  and  schools  for 
delicate  and  handicapped  childrcai.

The  -water*  undertoking  is  unier  the  control  of  the  Thsinet  Tfater  Board, 
vAiich  comprises  the  old  undertakings  of  Thanet,  Sondmch,  Eastry  and 
parts  of  the  Bridge-Blean  and  Mid-Kent  areas. 

It  is  reported  by  the  Thanet  Water  Board  that:- 

"Due  partly  to  the  msdom  of  past  generations,  the  Board *s  area  (sane 
100  square  miles)  is  not  short  of  mter*  The  rain  which  is  soaked  into 
the  ground  is  always  trying  to  find  its  way  to  the  sea  and  a network  of 
tunnels  has  been  cut  through  the  clialk  to  trap  the  water  and  take  it  to 
the  wells,  i^iere  it  is  pumped  to  the  surface. 

Although  there  is  no  shortage  of  water  the  great  problon  is  to  pipe 
it  from  Yfingham  and  o-ther  stations  to  the  towns.  In  the  winber  the  Board 
is  called  upon  to  produce  something  like  five  million  gallons  of  -water  a 
day,  but  vjlth  the  vast  increase  of  population  in  the  summer  tliis  figure 
jumps  to  nine  million  gallons". 

The  water  supply  for  the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter’s  area  is  mainly 
from  the  Fleete  Reservoir,  -which  is  fed  from  the  Wingham  Wells,  and  is 
supplemented  by  vjater  dra-wn  from  the  P-umfield’s  Well  in  Broadstairs. 

The  -V'later  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Strict  checks  are  made  to  ensure  that  the  water  is  bacteriologically 
pure,  and  to  this  ond  a small  amount  of  chlorine  is  added. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples; 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  Ikiidstcne,  at  fortnightly  intervals  and  chemical 
analyses  every  two  months  by  the  Coun-fcy  /malyst.

The  cleansing  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor}  these  services  include  drainage  and  se-werage,  -the  supervision 
and  maintenance  of  all  public  ooaiveniences,  and  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse,  salvage,  etc*,  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for  the 
following  particulars  on  these  subjects 

Drainage  and  Sewerage; 

llain  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  vdiole  of  the  distric-t^ 

288  new  premises  wore  connected  to  the  sewer  during  -the  year*  Tvro 
now  cesspools  -were  built  during  1964  and  throe  old  cesspools  -were 
abolished. 

Public  Conveniences  and  Closet 'Accommodation; 

There  aro  43  public  convonioncos  maintained  by  the  Urban  District 
Coimcil  - ’Gentlemen*  22  and  ’Ladies’  21* 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  -wore  approximately  7,402  premisos  with 
Tf.  C.  ’s  draining  into  the  main  drainage  system,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  of  promises  draining  into  cesspools  "was  estimated  to  be  459* 
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Arrangemonts  are  in  operation  ViiioreTDy  the  Council  undertalce  the 
aaptying  of  cesspools,  the  cost  of  •which  is  borne  by  the  person 
making  application  for  the  iTOrk  to  be  done. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal; 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  a week  from  all  private 
residences,  and  during  the  summer  a tv/io e-weekly  collection  vb.s  again 
made  frora  hotels  and  boarding  houses.  Trade  and  garden  refuse, 
excluding  builder *s  rubbish  was  collected  on  request  on  a recharg- 
eable basis.  A charge  of  £1  per  annum  is  made  to  each  shop  and 
office  prerdises  in  the  district  frcm  which  trade  refuse  is  collected. 

The  refuse  collection  vehicles  consist  of  two  rear  loading 
diesel  units  ivith  salvage  trailer,  worldng  full  time,  and  one  side 
loading  unit  ^^rorking  part  time. 

All  refuse  is  handled  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works  in  Dane 
Valley  Road,  Dust  and  cinders  are  removed  bj'’  screening,  ferrous 
materials  are  removed  by  a magnetic  separation  unit,  other 
salvageable  materials  are  picked  out  by  hand,  and  the  residue  is 
then  incinerated.  Salvaged  tins  and  paper  are  pressed  and  baled 
and,  together  vath  iron,  bones,  rags  and  other  materials,  are  sold 
to  contractors.  The  approximate  sum  of  £960  was  realised  in  the 
financial  year  1964/65  from  the  disposal  of  those  salvageable  materials. 

During  the  year  work  vb-s  commenced  on  the  extension  of  the  Refuse 
Destructor  ViTorks  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £42,000,  This  mil  have 
the  effect  of  doubling  its  capacity. 

Swimming  fiaths  and  Pools 

On©  public  swimraing  pool  was  in  operation  during  1964.  This  is 
an  open  pool  of  86,000  gallons,  the  water  being  supplied  by  the  Thanet 
YJater  Board,  Before  entering  the  pool  the  vjater  is  filtered, 
chlorinated  and  passed  through  an  aeration  fountain. 

In  addition,  there  are  5 pools  provided  by'  educational  establish- 
ments, in  all  of  vxhich  the  Y/ater  is  treated  by  chemicals  to  ensure 
bacteriological  cleanliness.

The  Cliief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  kindly  giVen'me  the 
folio-wing  particulars  in  rolation  to  the  inspection  and  super- 
vision of  food  in  the  Urban  District  during  1964:- 

Milk 


All  milk  sold  in  the  Urban  District  bears  one  or  other  of  the 
Special  Designations  laid  dov-n  by  regulationuS,  i,G,,  Pasteurised 
end  Sterilised,  as  well  as  the  special  quality  milk  known  as 
Channel  Island,  During  the  year,  the  designation  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  ms  revoked,  since  practically  all  herds  in  the  country 
are  no\'j-  free  frcm  tuberculosis.  At  the  same  time,  the  new 
designation  of  Untreated  was  introduced,  but  such  milk  is  not 
sold  in  the  Urban  District,  where  all  milk  is  subjected  to 
heat  treatment. 

At  the  end  of  -the  year  there  wore  29  registered  distributors 
in  Broadstairs,  mostly  retail  shopkeepers. 

As  the  following  tables  show,  all  grades  of  milk  are  sempled 
regularly  frcm  various  points  in  the  chain  of  distribution  - 
roundsmen,  schools,  institutions,  etc.  These  samples  are 
subjected  to  testing  by  (a  ) the  Plethyleno  Blue  Test,  which  gives 
an  indication  of  the  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality  of  the  milk, 
(b)  tlie  Phosphatase  Test,  v;iiich  indicates  idiether  or  not  the 
milk  has  been  properly  treated  and,  (c)  in  the  case  of  Sterilised 
Milk,  to  the  Turbidity  Tost,  to  show  that  the  milk  1ms  been 
properly  sterilised, 

Chemical  Analysis  of  I^iil.k  Sanplos; 

Forty-four  (44)  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  chemical  examination,  and  all  these  gave 
satisfactory  results.

The  baker 
received  a warning  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Coimcil.

Non-notifiable  Diseases  - Cancer 


In  recent  years  much  prominence  has  been  given  nationally  to  the 
subject  of  cancer  generally,  but  chiefly  in  relation  to  smoking  and 
lung  cancer.  Publicity  material  discouraging  smoking  ms  displayed
